Aluminum Supplies the Long-Desired
Lightness and Strength.
New York Times. )

Persons who  have jovented flying
machines that did not fly bave atiributed
their failure in part to their inability to ob-
tain & metal sufficiently light and strong
with which to econstruct their apparatus.
They said that when they conld obtain a
metal, and obtain it cheaply, then wounld
perieet their iying machines.

THE FOBESTS OF CANADA.

—

Kinds of Trees Which Are Most Saftable for
Propagailon There,

From present experience, says the Toronto
Empire, the varieties most promising for
Manitohs and the Norihwest are as follows:
Box elder, variously known as Manitoba
maple, ash-leaved maple and negundo
maple, when grown from northern seed.
These lead in hardiness and general adapta-
bility.

American elm aod white ash alsn do well
when grown from Manitoba seed, and show
iu a marked degree greater hardiness than
those raised from eastern seed. Yellow
canoe and white birch, as well as the cat-
leaved varieties, are promising. American
and European mountain ash are showing
adaptsbility to soil and climate in a sur-
prising degree. Of the maples (acer dasy
carpum) the soft maple and Norway maple
are partinlly suecessful at Indian Head.
